A BLOW FOR PEACE 


Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 


of Great 
Britain and 
Ambassador 


Dawes in^addresses made almost simul- 
taneously struck a joint blow for peace 
that reverberates around the world. 
They sounded a keynote of internation- 
al policy that represents the highest 
degree of statesmanship. That key- 
note is genuine disarmament, which 
both hold to be indispensable to the*1 


prevention of war. As Mr. MacDonald 
put it, referring to their meeting at 
Lossiemouthr "We met,- inspired by 
the hope that he might be instrumen- 
tal in preparing a board round which 
other nations might ultimately sit in 
cooperative fellowship, studying the 
arts and the ways of peace, gaining 
sense of security, not by arms but ^by 
absence of arms." 


Gen. 
Dawes, . fully : subscribing to 


these sentiments, talked ;more explicit- • 
ly on methods of procedure to obtain 
reduction of armament.. He does "not 
believe that success is to be' had' 
through conferences or the judgment 
of -technicians and experts. 
It is all 


right to have them present their "yard- 
sticks" for measuring rela'tive naval 
strength along with their conclusions, 
but when that is done the question-- 
must be taken out of their hands', so 
to speak, and turned over to the-"states- 
man upon whom lies the duty of peace- 
making." 
He it is who must "build 


up the new order and start the .new. 
policy." And the one great need'is for 
. statesmanship that takes into consid- - 


eration the supreme element of human 
nature. 


In Ramsay MacDonald Great Brit- 


ain, 
and the world we may add,, has 


that Lincolnesque humanitarian .who. 
fills the dimensions of the new states- 
manship aptly and strikingly portrayed 
by Gen. Dawes. The old order of di- 
plomacy, the old methods of determin- 
ing national safety, have failed to meet 
the ideals and demands of.a progressive 
civilization. The old order endeavored 
to adjust itself to a changing world , 
through the League of Nations, the ' 
world court, the Locarno treaties and 
finally the Kellogg pact. All of these 
measures, however, are mere gestures 
and the disclosure of a. tendency, so far 
as- practical results go, until thty are 
supplemented by concrete acts thaf give 
real guarantees of peace. The League 
functions with difficulty because its 
aims are hedged in with so many res- 
ervations. It has done a great work 
within its limitations and it offers 
splendid opportunities, but the atmos- 
phere in which it moves is still sur- 
charged with dynamite. The Kellogg 
treaty is a powerful moral influence, 
but it is not final. To give it full 
force and effect, to clothe its declara- 
tions with substance, the world must 
disarm. 


President Hoover for America and 


Ramsay MacDonald for Great Britain 
appear to embody the statesmanship 
requisite to international preparation 


- for permanent peace. The policies out- 


lined by Gen. Dawes in his London 
address are of course those of his su- 
perior. He has expressed them with 
force and clarity. MacDonald is his 
own spokesman. The tories and bour- 
bons of England and the reactiorillries 
and isolationists of the United States 
will speak disparagingly of an ideal- 
ism v,hich dares to contemplate the 
actual abolishment of war, notwith- 
standing every human instinct must 
approve the Hoover-Dawes-MacDonald 
program. Its authors and supporters 
will be denounced in powerful quar- 
ters as visionaries and pacifists. 
But 


they can afford to ignore the contempt 
of men who still think in nineteenth 
and eighteenth century terms.

THE HARDGROVE OPINION 
J. C. Hardgrove, a leading Milwaukee 


lawyer, with a reputation for careful^ 
thought and cautious opinion, has ad- 
vanced, we believe, an altogether novel 
.idea concerning the prohibition amen<f- 
ment to the federal constitution, in his 
assertion that under that amendment 
all private enterprise in the manufac- 
ture of- intoxicants is prohibited but 
that each individual state has the right, 
if it sees fit, either to manufacture, im- 
port or sell intoxicants. 


It is rather odd that during the ten- 


year bitter battle against prohibition 
Mr.' Hardgrove's opinion has not been 
advanced before, and because there ap-

Mr. Hardgrove points to the tenth 


amendment of the federal constitution 
w4th.its. language, ."The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it to 
the states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people," and 
puts particular ernphasis upon the fact 
that through this provision the states 
have all rights that are not given to 
the federal government and that are 
not in express language by the federal 
constitution "prohibited to the states." 
He points out that in the prohibition 
amendment ~ there .is nO< denial to the 
state governments of the rigbt, them- 
selves, to., deal in intoxicants, and also 
how carefully in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments"" to the federal 
constitution, to which might be added 
the language of the nineteenth amend- 
ment, the states were specifically pro- 
hibited from doing the things sought 
to be covered by ' these amendments. 
To all of which might be added the fact 
that each state government is a sep- 
arate and distinct sovereignty entitled 
not only to all those potent powers 
that 'always belong to a government 
but also many intangible ones including 
a dignity of position, a respect and a 
consideration that are not given to 
people, even free people in a free land. 


Mr. Hardgrove suggests that the 


matter could be brought to a decision 
by application for a permanent injunc- 
tion if any state were to provide by 
law for the manufacture and dispen- 
sation of intoxicating liquor at a given 
place.

substance to his opinion coupled with 
the ardent desire of the people of this

STEAMER CROSSES OCEAN 


On June 20, 1819, the first steamship succeed- 


ed in crossing the Atlantic ocean. 


This was thexSavannah, of 380 tons, measuring 


100 felt in length, originally built to ply be- 
tween New York and Savannah as a sailing 
packet. She was purchased by Savannah mer- 
chants and fitted with steam machinery, the 
paddle wheels being constructed to fold up and 
be laid upon the deck in stormy weather. 


Under the command of Captain Steven Rogers, 


this vessel sailed from Savannah May, 20, 1819, 
but did not,venture on the high seas unfil the 
25th of the montlf. 


She reached Liverpool, England, June 20, after 


a voyage of 26 days—during 16 of which she 
usfcd her paddles. Off Cape Clear she was mis- 
taken for a ship'n fire and was pursued by the 
British cutter Kite. The Savannah afterward 
visited St. Petersburg, Copenhagen, , Stockholm 
and other foreign ports. 


Captain Rogers, having failed to dispose of his 


vessel to the king of Sweden, started for home 
and reached Savannah Nov. 30, 1819. The engines 
and boilers were afterward removed and the 
ship was used as a sailing packet. She "was fin- 
ally wrecked off the south coast of Long Island.

It was brimful of thrills 
rom start to finish. It will be re- 
called that TV'illie Jackson scored a 
ine-round knockout over Dundee in 
'hiladelphia in 1917, the first and 
nly K. O. ever chalked up against 
he great little warrior in over 340 
ing contests/ The pair met again 
after that, with honors even. 


"When the boys came to tfce center 
f the ring for instructions, I sensed 
rom their attitude that anything I, 


might say would 
be 
superfluous 


Here was no ordinary ring contest 
It was to be a battle, with no quar 
ter asked by either; a fair, stand-uj. 
battle, with Jackson trying to prov 
his knockout was not a fluke and 
Dundee trying to erase the blemisl 
on his escutcheon. 


The bell clanged and the action 


started. 
Round after round, with 


out a let-up, the boys hammered and 
flailed away at 
each 
other, 


stepped back, for there was nothing 
else for m,e to do. The boys refusec 
to clinch. When they got in close 
they battered each other free 
anc 


rushed right in again, hammering 
away with might and main. 


I moved around, keeping out o1 


the spectators' line of vision, for 
was just as much thrilled as 
thei 


were. 
Back and forth the

went, first one on top and then the 
other. 
Dundee 
boxed 
superbly 


bounced off the 
ropes, took hare 


punches on the 
chin without a 


tremor 
and 
courageously 
fought 


back. Jackson snapped out his long 
left and shot his famous right hanc 
with all the power he could muster. 
Cutting, jolting left hooks bounced 
off his chin. Willie shook his head, 
gritted his teeth and continued to 
leave the distance between himself 
and his adversary with dynamite- 
laden blows. 


The bell—the 
fight 
was 
over. 


What a battle it was for the entire 
eight rounds! No 
decisions were 


permitted in the state of New Jersey 
at the time. What else could I do 
but raise the hands of both 
boys 


to attest the 
appreciation 
of ' the 


referee and the £ans for an honestly 
waged battle!

CABBAGE MAGGOT 


Farmer Succeeds in Rescu- 


ing Plants After He Had 
Given Up 


BY W. F. WIXSEY 


Shiocton—Herman Knoor is rescu- 


ing the plants in his cabbage bed 
from a destructive onslaught 
of 


maggots by means of two applica- 
tions of a solution of corrosive sub- 
limate. Four days ago when he was 
ready to surrender his bed to the 


treatment at the suggestion of two 
cabbage plant inspectors. Even as 
late as Thursday afternoon he was 
ready to give up his bed and to pur- 
chase 100.000 early cabbage plants 
after he had found bunches of mag- 
gots at work under several plants 
that looked healthy. 


The same inspectors examined his 


bed on Friday when the second ap- 
plication of the poison was being 
made to catch the second hatch of 
maggots, and advised Mr. Knoor to 
withhold his order for plants if there 
were enough plants left for his own 
use in the bed as the corrosive sub- 
limate had almost completely des- 
troyed the pests and their eggs. 


The destruction of his bed would 


mean the Ipss of 345,000 plants. He 
had planted 11^2 pounds of seedj and 
it is estimated that each pounds of 
seed produces 30,000 plants. He ex- 
pects to plant 15 acres of cabbage. 


A part of Mr. Knoor*s bed was 


planted with early cabbage seed and 
ar-other part with tlfe seed of a 
late variety. 
Over a third of the 


plants in the eaily bed were des- 
troyed and the plants in both beds 
were threatened before Mr. Knorr 
applied the poison. 


To make the solution, he used one 


ounce of corrosive sublimate to ten 
gallons of water. 
He directed a 


stream of the 
solution onto 
the 


plants through a rubber tube con- 
nected with the bottom of a candy 
pail after cultivating the rows. A 
gallon of the solution was used on 
each 35 foot row. 


To be effective the solution must 


come In contact witih the eggs or 
the maggots. 
If used in time, this 


treatment is 95 per cent effective.

lin Hull of Black River Falls has 
taken on to the Senate 
the 
plea 


made by him and six other Wiscon- 
sin congressmen for higher 
duties 


on dairy products, a plea only partly 
heeded by the House of Representa- 
tives. 
, 
The increased duties were urged 


by Representative Hull before the 
agricultural sub-committee of 
the 


Senate Finance committee \% etines- 
day. 
, 
A 19-cent duty on butter was asked 


this time, instead of only 15 cents 
as asked by the Wisconsin delega- 
tion previously, and instead of 14 
cents a pound as provided in the 
bill as passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The present duty on 
butter is 12 cents a 
pound. The 


same duty applies to butter ^substi- 
tutes. 
The jump to 19 cents for butter 


duty was made because it was 
brought out in the debate in 
the 


House of Representatives that it 
costs 19 cents a pound more to pro- 
duce butter in Wisconsin than in 
Australia. 
Other increases which Representa- 


tive Hull asked the Senate to make 
in the tariff duties on imported dairy 
products are: 
Whole milk, fresh or sour, 8 cents 


a gallon instead of 5 cents as in the 
House bill and instead of 3 3-4 cents 
as at present; 


Cream, fresh or. sour, 60 cents a 


gallon instead of 48 cents as in the 
House bill or 30 cents as at present; 


Dried skimmed milk, 4 cents a 


pound instead of 2 1-2 cents as in 
the House bill; 


Swiss or Emmenthaler cheese, 12 


cents a pound but not less than 40 
per cent ad valorem instead of 1 
cents a pound but not less than 35 
per cent ad valorem as in the House 
bill, the present duty being 7 
1>2 


cents a pound; American or Cheddar 
cheese, "8 cents a pound but not less 
than-40 per cent ad valorem instead 
of 7 cents as in the bill or 5 cents 
as at n/esent; all other cheese and 
cheese substitutes and compounds, 
15 cents a pound but not less than 
40 per cent ad valorem. 


Representative Hull also urged 


that casein, a milk product used in 
T>aper-making, be increased 
to 6 


cents a pound instead of .remaining 
at 2 1-2 cents, and the inclusion of 
compounds and mixtures of which 
casein is the principal ingredient. 


A duty on coconut oil, now on the 


free list and remaining so in the 
House bill, was also asked, as it is 
used in making butter substitutes. 


Professors John R. Commons, B. 


H. Hibbard, and Selig Perlman, "Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin economists, re- 
cently pointed out that a la-cent 
.duty, on butter would not increase 
the prices the farmers get for but 
ter or the prices the consumer pays, 
because of the increase in the pro- 
duction At butter in this 
country. 


Production of butter has risen from 
1,824,609,000 pounds in 1922 to 2,075,- 
000,000 pounds in 1928, and is still 
on the upgrade, they stated. 


The present tariff on butter gives 


a benefit of about $33 a year to the 
average butter-producing farm, the 
professors estimate. They forecast 
a surplus of butter, if output con- 
tinues to increase, so that the Unit- 
ed States will have to export butter, 
and so that the price of butter will 
decline "to such an extent that the 
tariff will be of no benefit whatever 
to the producing farmers." 


The fact that the tariff bill as 


passed by the House of Representa- 
tives did not differentiate between 
Swiss cheese and other cheeses 
re- 


sults iff a decline of one-half cent in 
the duty on this cheese, the 
only 


kind of cheese produced in 
this 


country that imported to any appre 
ciable extent. The benefit of the 
present duty on 
Swiss 
cheese 


amounts to about $1,650,000 a year 
80 per cent of which, or |1,320,000 
goes to Wisconsin producers, the 
University of Wisconsin economists 
declare. 


F. G. Swoboda of Plymouth, Wis 


representing the National Cheese 
Producers' Federation, also appear 
ed in behalf of the increases in the 
duties on cheese.

year was 193. 
In the fall of 1929

120 freshmen. 


The leaflet says in part: 
"The general plan of tne course is 


to introduce a student into the ways 
of liberal thinking by getting him to 
study, in the first year the Athenian 
or civilization of the fifth century B. 
C., and in the second year the civil- 
ization of the United States in the 
nineteenth century. 
'These two studies are intended to 


give introduction to literature, his- 
tory, art and architecture,' econom-, 
ics, politics, religion, anthropology, 
science and philosophy, each in two 
different settings, and each in rela- 
tion to the others. 


"Work in elementary foreign lan- 


guage is done in the regular univer- 
sity classes. Advanced language may 
be taken by the student independent- 
ly under the supervision of an advis- 
er. 


"Beginning in the fall of 1929, the 


sophomore class 
will 
oe carried 


through 
a carefully 
worked out 


course in one of the sciences in order 
to acquaint the student, tnVough lab 
oratory practice and special and gen- 
eral reading with scientific methoc 
and the part scientific method plays 
in modern civilization.

ly the military establishment would 
have to be called into service for 
border patrol work just as was the 
case when the government, attempt- 
ed to prevent smuggling of arms 
into Mexico. The use of a disciplin- 
ed patrol is being discussed again 
for the border but just how the 
army could be brought into the pic- 
ture without a proclamation of some 
sort requiring martial law in bor- 
der towns, or without the consent of 
the state governments along the bor- 
der. Is difficult to tell. 


The alternative of a border patrol 


is effective cooperation inside Cana- 
da to prevent, rum running. Treaties 
calling for such effort have been 
made but uublic opinion in Canada 
ig not particularly keen about help- 
Ing enforce laws of a country that 
keeps raisin? tariffs that effect the 
economic welfare of the Canadian 
people. 


Slowly the prohibition problem is 


developing into one of segregating 
the large operators of rum rings and 
the occasional violator. The use of

rum running is a part of the large 
operations of the bootleggers,
